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Atlantic Yards 
moves forward 

First residential building in the works

Developer Bruce Ratner moved 
forward this week with the con- 
struction of the first of his long- 
stalled residential buildings in 
the Atlantic Yards mega-proj- 
ect, filing city paperwork to be- 
gin a 33 -story building adjacent 
to the Barclays Center. 

The 368-unit building — which 
may be either a conventional tower 
or a controversial pre-fabricated 
structure — would rise on Dean 
Street just east of Flatbush Ave- 
nue, next door to the under-con- 
struction, 19,000-seat Barclays 
Center. 

Ratner’s Executive Vice Pres- 
ident MaryAnne Gilmartin said 
that construction could start this 
winter after a “year-end ground- 
breaking.” 

Designs for the building are be- 
ing finalized, but Gilmartin con- 
firmed that Ratner’s team is “still 
designing both prefab and conven-

tional alternatives” — with a 
final design decision expected 
by the end of the year. 

Ratner floated possibil- 
ity of constructing a pre-fab 
building earlier this year — a 
balloon that was immediately 
shot down by the developer’s 
union allies. 

“Clearly, prefab housing is 
not what we expected,” said 
Richard Weiss, a spokesman 
for Construction and Gen- 
eral Building Laborers’ Lo- 
cal 79. “The only reason we 
[supported the project] was for 
.jobs for our members.” 

I Weiss said a pre-fab build- 
| ing could costs hundreds of 
^ construction jobs — positions 
| that Ratner promised during 
j- the controversial approval pro- 
: cess for the $5 -billion project, 
which has been stalled by the 
weak economy.

Boro trembles in wake 
of 15-second seismic shift

Yes, that was an earthquake. 

A 15-second-long tremor 
rocked Brooklyn at about 1:50 
pm on Tuesday, sending shock- 
waves from Sunset Park to Down- 
town, where sleepy skyscraper- 
confined workers were jolted into 
the streets. 

Columbia University seismolo- 
gists measured the quake as a 5.9 
originating in central Virginia. 

“We felt that whole shock- 
wave from there,” said seismol- 
ogist Mitchell Gold. 


Indeed, the quake rattled the 
nation’s capital and the East Coast 
from North Carolina to New Eng- 
land. But it caused only minor 
damage to buildings — includ- 
ing a collapsed chimney atop 
a 14-story building in the Red 
Hook Houses. A Housing Au- 
thority spokeswoman said that 
there were no injuries. 

Cellphone and land-line ser- 
vice was briefly overwhelmed as 
residents rushed to talk to friends 
and relatives and find out what 
happened.

Gays fuming over bias crimes in Greenpoint

More than 100 angry resi- 
dents lashed out at police offi- 
cials on Monday night about a 


spate of apparent anti-gay vi- 
olence that cops are not doing 
enough to combat. 

The crowd filled Public Assem- 
bly on N. Sixth Street in the wake 


of an attack against a 2 8 -year- 
old man near the corner of Berry 
and N. 12th streets at around 5 
am on Sunday. 

The man was found bleeding 


from his head, and told detectives 
that he was beaten at 4 am after he 
left Metropolitan Bar, a gay tav- 
ern nearly 12 blocks away. 

The incident is the latest of what 


community leaders say is about a 
half-dozen attacks on gays since 
February — though some of those 
incidents have not been formally 
classified as hate crimes. 


That’s true of Sunday morn- 
ing’s bashing — but the victim’s 
blamed police for not moving de- 
cisively. 

“Every time I brought up that it 


might be a hate crime, they were 
dismissive,” said Chris Giarmo.

Pier 5 plan moves ahead

Brooklyn Bridge Park will get a 
major recreational facility on Pier 5 
by the end of next year, city officials 
said on Tuesday. 

Park officials announced that they 
were seeking a developer to construct 


and maintain an enclosed recreational 
bubble with one soccer field that would 
be operational by the end of 2012. 

“The concession structure on Pier 
5 will enrich the park by encourag- 
ing year-long active recreation,” said 
Regina Myer, president of Brooklyn 
Bridge Park. 


The seasonal structure will be up 
from Dec. 1 to March 31 each year. 
The city will spend up to $750,000 on 
construction, but the developer will be 
responsible for all construction costs 
beyond that.

Megalobster finds home in Coney Island

An 18 -pound lobster who was 
saved from the pot by a kind-hearted 
seafood company will live out his 
golden years at Coney Island’s New 
York Aquarium. 

The ancient crustacean — who 
is estimated to be 75 years old — 


was captured off the Ca- 
nadian coastline earlier 
this month and shipped to 
theNew England Lobster 
Company in San Fran- 
cisco. A worker marveled 
at his size and launched 
an online search for a home for the 
lucky lobster before it could get sold 
to the hungriest bidder. 


The New York Aquar- 
ium replied right away. 

“The lobster has a cer- 
tain presence, a certain 
gravitas,” said John Doh- 
lin, the aquarium’s direc- 
tor, who arranged to bring 
the age-defying sea dweller to Co- 
ney Island, where he went on dis- 
play last week in a separate tank in 


the lobster exhibit. 

The behemoth is male, lives off 
of shrimp and tiny fish and boasts 
claws as big as catcher’s mitts. And 
he’ll grow as long as he lives. 

“Check back in 25 years and see 
how he’s doing,” Dohlin said. “He 
could live for ages.” 

That may be true, but he now won’t 
end up on a plate, and experts we 


spoke to at the borough’s top seafood 
spots agree that’s a good thing. 

“It would taste tough,” said Prini 
Randazzo, the co-owner of Randaz- 
zo’s Clam Bar, whose chefs have 
cookedup nine-pound lobsters. “It’d 
have to cook for a long time.” 

Experts say the best eating lob- 
sters are 1-1/4 pounds (butter op- 
tional).

Ozzie's will close Seventh 
Ave. shop in rent dispute

Ozzie’s Coffee, which has been keeping Park Slope 
caffeinated since 1993, will close next month. 

Owner Melissa Azulai — who has owned the Sev- 
enth Avenue java joint for 18 years — announced her in- 
tentions to close this week in a sign that suggested that 
her rent had gotten too expensive. 

But this is not the same old story of a local business 
being priced out, said Azulai’s landlord. 

“Ask her why she hasn’t paid me since December,” 
said the landlord, Kevin Kelley, adding that he even 
reduced the monthly fee to help Ozzie’s remain in the 
neighborhood. “You do someone a favor and they com- 
pletely take advantage.” 

Azulai did not respond to several calls seeking com- 
ment — but court documents indicate that she and co- 
owner Allon Azulai have been struggling financially. 

Last year, National Grid sued her for not paying heat- 
ing bills. The duo then announced a few months ago 
that it would lease half of the Fifth Avenue Ozzie’s lo- 
cation to a Beauty Bar. And in April, the owners paid 
out a $15,500 settlement to a former employee after he 
sued, alleging that they discriminated against him be- 
cause he tried to unionize the shop. 

Loyal customers weren’t sure why Ozzie’s was clos- 
ing, but the Starbucks-bashing regulars mourned the 
loss of the neighborhood institution. 

“Love affairs and business deals have happened here,” 
said coffee fan Malcolm Smart. “I have some sadness 
about it closing — but, also, life moves on.” 

Azulai noted in her farewell sign that she “will be 
opening her own coffee house nearby! ! ! ” — and nearby 
it is: the former Taqueria space one block away, The 
Brooklyn Paper has learned.

New look for Navy Yards

Curved buildings with 
mushroom roofs! Giant 3D 
printers spewing out ships ! 
Swarms of high-tech workers 
making electric cars! 

It’s all part of “Super 
Dock,” a futuristic sci- 
ence park designed by rad- 
ical eco-architect Mitchell 
Joachim. 

“There are no walls,” he 
said. “We’re merging archi- 
tecture and land into the wa- 
ter. The entire area becomes 
a ballast for Brooklyn, so it 
can absorb water, clean it 
and filter it back into New 
York.” 

Joachim and two other ar- 
chitects at Terreform One, an 
urban design firm on Flat- 
bush Avenue, believe that 
their 12-by-8-foot proto- 
type is not too ahead of its 
time. 

In fact, the project’s wave- 
like structures are compara- 
ble to Yale’s Ingalls hockey 
rink or JFK Airport’s 19608- 
era TWA terminal. 

Comparable, except that 
the Navy Yard buildings 
would be topped with fungi 
and blend into an undulating 
landscape. 

“On one hand, we will 
have a building,” said archi- 
tect Nurhan Gokturk, “But its 
roof slants further and fur- 
ther down until it becomes 
part of the dock.” 

In this work in progress, 
Super Dock consists of five 
dry docks in the heart of the 
Navy Yard. At one port, big 
machines would fashion en- 
tire fleets based on digital 
instructions. 

Another dock would be 
a testing ground for scien- 
tists, who would flood the 
site with river water multi- 
ple times a day. Nearby, clean 
technology factories would 
churn out electric scooters 


and solar panels. 

“This is a large, heavy 
manufacturing site,” said 
architect Maria Aiolova. 
“We want to preserve it, but 
bring in startups to share re- 
sources and experiment with 
new technologies.” 

That might sound too 
fantastical for some Brook- 
lynites, but it does fit in 
with the current vogue. Last 
month, Mayor Bloomberg an- 
nounced that he was seek- 
ing engineering campuses for 
Governors Island, Roosevelt 
Island or the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard in exchange for the real 
estate. The city will select 
a winner by the end of this 
year. 

But the Terreform design- 
ers said they won’t bother to 
bid. 


“We’ll come out with 
some very strong opinions 
after our research is fin- 
ished,” Joachim said, sug- 
gesting that his proposal is 
more academic than practi- 
cal. “For us, this is the free- 
dom to create and think.” 

Joachim, a dreadlocked 
scientist who was named 
among the “15 People the 
Next President Should Lis- 
ten To” by Wired in 2008, 
is responsible for a slew of 
avant-garde prototypes. 

He once dreamed up a 
house made of laboratory- 
grown animal flesh — with 
sphincters for windows and 
doors. 

He also created a 53 -story 
model building made of a 
day’s worth of trash in New 
York City, a car body made of 


soy pillows, and bricks and 
insulation made of mush- 
rooms. 

The Navy Yard is just the 
latest of his schemes that 
herald how we will all live 
someday. 

Currently, the yard uses 
the docks for ship repair and a 
Con Edison steam plant. 

“Everyone loves the Navy 
Yard and wants it to become 
something,” Joachim said. 
“This will be an essay about 
what should or shouldn’t hap- 
pen there.”

Gillibrand takes stand 
to save Fort Hamilton 

Senator seeks more feds at quiet base

Fort Hamilton should be 
transformed from a sleepy 
Army base best known for 
its private swimming pool 
into the city’s national secu- 
rity hub, politicians and base 
officials said last week. 

In a preemptive strike 
against an upcoming round of 
federal base closures, Army 
brass and Sen. Kirsten Gilli- 
brand demanded that fed- 
eral agencies such as the 
Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation and the Department 
of Homeland Security relo- 
cate to the 180-year-old Bay 
Ridge base. 

“New York remains the 
number one target for ter- 
rorists around the world,” 
said Gillibrand, a Demo- 
crat who is on the Senate 
Armed Services Commit- 
tee. “Fort Hamilton must 
be in the absolute strongest 
possible position to with- 
stand any cuts.” 

The fort is the only Army 
post in New York City, and 
one of two in the whole state 
— but it hasn’t actually de- 
fended the city in decades. 

The fort handles tests and 
physicals for new recruits be- 
fore sending them off to their 
first post. It also houses a 
recruitment office and the 
Army Corps of Engineers — 
though the Corps spent much 
of the year trying to move 
away from the fort. 

“It’s more administra- 
tive,” said base spokesman 
Bruce Hill of the fort’s ten- 
ants. Roughly 1,500 people 
live there, he said, but, “there 
aren’t a lot of active duty sol- 
diers here.” 

As such, locals were con- 
fused as to what actually goes 
on at Fort Hamilton and why 
it needs to be saved. 

“They keep troops there? 
Actually, I have no idea,” 
said Maria Petsini, 40, of 
Bay Ridge. 

The fort’s commander 
joined Gillibrand on Aug. 
17 in calling for a new strat- 
egy for the base, saying it has 
potential to become an im- 
portant hub for national secu- 
rity agencies to meet in case 


there is an emergency. 

The commander, Col. Mi- 
chael Gould, maintained that 
Fort Hamilton plays a role 
in defending the city. 

“We certainly provide the 
federal government the ca- 
pability to bring resources 
if asked,” he said. 

But no one is asking. 

The Army Corps, the 
fort’s biggest tenant, tried 
to pull up stakes for Man- 
hattan earlier this year before 
Rep. Michael Grimm (R-Bay 
Ridge) put the kibosh on the 
plan by adding language to 
an appropriations bill bar- 
ring it from moving. 

Without the Corps, it 
would have been even 
harder to justify the fort’s 
existence, and with the Pen-

DeMarco claimed that 
the city dragged its feet in 
issuing the permits for the 
Feast — not giving organiz- 
ers enough time to set ev- 
erything up for its scheduled 
Aug. 25 kickoff. 

“There is no time to get 
the 250 vendors [and] enter- 
tainers to make the feast hap- 
pen and [we] are just fed up 
and tired,” DeMarco wrote.

It was a bit of an up and down 
week for the Cyclones, who are chas- 
ing not only the hated Staten Island 
Yankees for the McNamara Divi- 
sion crown, but are also trying to re- 
main close to the pesky Williamsport 
Crosscutters, who hold a slim lead 
in the race for the New York-Penn 
League’s lone wild-card berth. 

After dropping two games to the 
Tri-City Valley Cats — including 
falling in a one -hitter last Saturday 
night — the Cyclones stormed back 
in what we are calling the Game of 
the Week. 

Here’s how the action went 
down. 

Cyclones 3 

Valley Cats 2 (8 inns.) 

Aug. 22 at MCU Park 

A walk-off extra-inning homer 
provided the Cyclones with a big win 
— and kept the team’s slim playoff 
chances alive. 

Clone pitchers kept the Cats at 
bay all night, with starter Marcos 


Camarena giving up all three Tri- 
City hits in his five innings. Ca- 
marena was solid, though Tri-City 
jumped ahead to a 2-0 lead. 

The Cyclones tied the game in the 
fifth. Ismael Tijerina led off with a 
single, Tillman Pugh walked and T. J. 
Rivera singled to load the bases. 

Javier Rodriguez then doubled 
home two runs, but the rally fizzled 
when Richard Lucas was called out 
on strikes (then ejected for argu- 
ing the call). 

“You saw the frustration tonight,” 
said manager Rich Donnelly. “That’s 
what pennant races are all about.

You’re playing for some- 
thing, and you know it, so you get 
irritated. That’s baseball.” 

The Cyclone bullpen was solid, 
yielding no hits over the final three 
frames. JackLeathersich, who had 
struck out 20 in his prior 8-2/3 in- 
nings, pitched two shutout innings, 
striking out two more.

Brooklyn Paper keeps Brooklyn Bridge Park clean and green

The Brooklyn Paper doesn’t just 
do a great job covering hard-hitting 
news and information — it also does 
a number on weeds ! 

Gardeners in Brooklyn Bridge 
Park are using our usually useless 
old issues, burying them under a thin 
layer of dirt to keep the grounds clear 
of unsightly growths. 

Wetting sheets of the thin paper 
and covering them — a method tech- 
nically known as “sheet mulching” 

— blocks sunlight from nourishing 
would-be weeds while still allowing 
other plants to breathe.

Ridgites battle city over 
new street garbage cans

Members of a local civic 
group say trash is piling up on 
the corner of Fourth Avenue 
and 69th Street since the city 
re-installed two garbage cans 
there, but the Department of 
Sanitation says the new bins 
have helped keep the area so 
clean that it plans on adding 
even more cans to the area. 

Public garbage cans were 
removed by the city at the re- 
quest of Community Board 
1 0 earlier in the year as part of 
a study to determine if getting 
rid of the cans would make 
the area cleaner. Members 
of the board claimed that the 
bins attracted household trash 
and quickly became over- 
filled. But nearly as soon 
as the cans were gone, new 
baskets with smaller holes on 
top to deter mass dumbing 
appeared — at the request 
of state Sen. Marty Golden 
(R-Bay Ridge). 

Now, the city says the 
streets are cleaner, the small- 
mouthed cans are here to stay, 
and that there are more to 


come. 

“We will be adding two 
more baskets across the 
street,” said Sanitation De- 
partment spokesman Mat- 
thew LiPani. “Overall, the 
streets are cleaner, and there 
is less household waste being 
placed on the corners.” 


But Greg Ahl, chairman 
of CBlO’s environmental 
committee, disagrees, say- 
ing trash is again piling up 
on the corners. 

“It’s just the way we 
thought it would be,” he said. 
“I guess they’re just ignor- 
ing us.” 


Household and commer- 
cial trash piles up on the cor- 
ners near the baskets “sev- 
eral times a week,” he said. 
“The city does not pick up 
enough. And the cans do at- 
tract dumping.” 

CB10 District Manager Jo- 
sephine Beckmann backed 


him up, saying that trash has 
long been a problem on Bay 
Ridge Avenue, and the re- 
moval of cans had helped im- 
prove the situation. 

“I forwarded this to San- 
itation and said we need to 
look at this in the fall,” said 
Beckmann. “In many ways, 
69th Street looked better 
without [the trash cans] .” 

The idea of removing trash 
cans from streets started 
three years ago in Ben- 
sonhurst, where Commu- 
nity Board 11 successfully 
lobbied the city to remove 
cans along 86th Street. But 
the movement really picked 
up when the city cut collec- 
tions from public trash cans 
from up to three times a day 
to once or twice a week. 

In May, Bay Ridge re- 
quested that the Department 
^ of Sanitation remove 14 trash 
<? cans from Fourth Avenue be- 
3 tween Ovington Avenue and 
sr 68th Street as part of a test 
? to see if the removal of the 
u cans — which had become 
magnets for household trash 
— reduced waste. 

At first, litter increased. 
But in June, CBlO’s environ- 
mental committee said it had 
finally started to see a dif- 
ference. 

The city soon replaced 
cans by the 69th Street R 
station after Golden sent a 
letter to the city requesting 
it put the cans back.

Brooklyn is the hot place for steaming bowls of ramen

W ood burning, thin-crust pizzas. 
Cupcakes. The locavore move- 
ment. Fifteen-dollar cocktails 
with exotic citrus and herb infusions. 
Gourmet Cup O’ Noodles? 

Of the various culinary trends 
that have recently whipped their 
way through Brooklyn’s fickle food 
scene, luxury ramen seems next in 
line for a major take-off. 

Heavyweight chefs like Morim- 
oto alums David Koon and Jamison 
Blankenship, owners of the upcom- 
ing Chuko in Prospect Heights, and 
Jean Georges vet Akihiro Moroto 
(currently at ZuZu Ramen in Park 
Slope), have gotten into the noodle 
game, turning the perception of ra- 
men as four-for-a- dollar dehydrated 
dorm room grub on its head. 

“We want to do ramen in a way 
that really shows off the ingredients 
and techniques we use,” said Blan- 
kenship. “In some ways we want to 
elevate it — not exactly change it 
— but source the best ingredients 
we can. There’s not much that goes 
into a bowl of ramen; the broth, 
the noodles, some toppings. We re- 
ally want to make every component 
truly great.” 

Traditionally consisting of chewy 
wheat noodles deposited in steaming 
bowls of pork bone (tonkatsu), salt 
(shio), or soy (shoyu) based broth, 
and topped sparingly with goodies 
like char sui pork, boiled eggs, bam- 
boo shoots and seaweed, ramen is 
considered to be an essential soul 
food of Japan. 

“It’s been around longer than this 
country has, certainly much longer 
than those dry noodle packets,” said 
Jason Crew, co-owner of ZuZu Ra- 
men. “Our chef, Akihiro, grew up 
helping in his fathers ramen shop, 


so he really respects that tradition 
— but as a great chef, adds plenty 
of his own flair.” 

At the critically acclaimed ZuZu, 
that translates to best-selling broths 
of Akihiro’s own invention, like 
Green Curry Miso, Garlic Soy, and 
Hot and Sour Ramen with tomatoes, 
Thai basil and lemongrass. 

“Those are some of our real main- 
stays — Akihiro changes every- 
thing else according to season,” 
said Crew. 

That’s not to say the only way to 
enjoy souped-up ramen in Brooklyn is 
with a big-name chef at the head. 

Unassuming neighborhood places 
like Tengu Sushi and Noodle House 
in Bay Ridge, Hand-pull Noodle 
and Dumpling House in Benson- 
hurst, and Waza Sushi and Noodles 
in Clinton Hill have all jumped on 
the ramen bandwagon, serving up af- 
fordable, quality bowls, with no help 
from quick-cooking pasta blocks or 
sodium saturated powder. 

“Our broths are simmered all 
day long, and are made with 10 or 
12 real ingredients,” said Tengu 
owner, Johnny Lee. “Our noodles 
are made fresh, from flour, not fro- 
zen, or from a warehouse. The fact 
is, a lot of people in the Asian com- 
munity don’t like MSG or artificial 
flavorings in their food, and I think 
more and more people feel that way 
in general.” 

Of course, there will always be nay- 
_ sayers, unwilling to fork over more 
I than a couple of dollars for a meal 
> with such bargain basement conno- 
te tations — but noodle visionaries like 
| Jamison hope the ramen movement 
$ is more than a passing craze.

Learn to make your own mouth-watering burger fit for any New Yorker 


A few weeks ago, I was asked to compete in 
the Macy’s annual “Battle of the Burger” 
in Herald Square. I never really considered 
myself a burger aficionado, so I wanted to come 
up with something that was different. 


Prime Time

Oh, by the way, I won. 

This may come as a surprise to my readers, given 
that earlier this year, I gave you what I then consid- 
ered to be my “perfect” burger recipe. Don’t get me 
wrong, it’s a great burger. But when I go toque -to- 
toque with some of the best burger restaurant chefs 
in the city, I want to bring my A+ game. 

Who knew it would all revolve around cream 
cheese? Hey, don’t laugh — it won! 

Let’s talk about the burger first. There are many 
different blends of meat, but a mix with brisket and / 
or short rib gives you that real burger flavor. 

But to each his own, right? If you want more 
of a chopped steak flavor, go with ground chuck 
or chopped sirloin. 

But whatever taste you’re going for, use a blend 
that’s 80 percent meat and 20 percent fat. This will 
give you the perfect amount of fat so the burger 
does not dry out. 

People think they can fudge this mix, but you 
can’t: Any more meat and it’s too dry; any less 
fat and the juices will all cook out and you’ll get 
a small burger. 

And it doesn’t matter if you are grilling outside, 
cooking in a frying pan, or broiling, the same prin- 
ciples apply: Start with really high heat to seal in 
the juices, then lower the heat as you cook. You 
do not want to have to keep flipping the burger 
because it may break, letting the juices escape 
like Frank Morris from Alcatraz. 

Now, let’s cook: 




THE BEST BURGER IN THE CITY 


YIELDS FOUR BURGERS 

Ingredients 

2 lbs. prime chuck roll, 80-20 
blend 

3 ounces tomato juice 
1-1/2 tsp. salt 

1/2 tsp. black pepper 
6 ounces cream cheese 

4 tbls. scallions, sliced thin 
1/2 cup soy or canola oil 


3 large jalapenos, sliced 1/8 
inch thick on a bias and 
deseeded 

1 cup flour 

4 ounces pasteurized eggs 
1/2 cup coarse grain yellow 

cornmeal 
8 slices bacon 
4 brioche rolls 

4 tbls. whole unsalted butter 
1 head Boston lettuce 


Preheat oven to 375. 
Mixthefirstfour ingredi- 
ents together in a bowl. 
Set aside. In another 
smaller bowl, work the 
cream cheese and scal- 
lion together with your 
hands. Set aside. Scale 
out roughly nine ounces 
of meat for each burger. 
Mold them just a bit 
larger than the bun, 
then make a crust-like 
rim around the burger 
so it resembles a small 
pizza shell. The "crust" 
should be about a half- 
inch wide. Now take 1/4 
of the cream cheese mix- 
ture and form a disk and 
place it on your burger. 
Fold the "crust" over the 
cream cheese very gen- 
tly until the cream cheese 
disk is in the middle of 
your burger. Make sure 
there are no cracks in the 
burger and it is a uniform 
shape. Repeatthreemore 
times. Putyour four burg- 
ers in the fridge to set, 
about 10 minutes or so. 

Meanwhile place the 
bacon on sheet pan in 
the oven. Pour the oil in 
a medium saute pan over 
medium heat. While that is 
going, coat your sliced jala- 
penos with about three ta- 
blespoons of flour. Mixthe 
remaining flour with the 
cornmeal. Drop the dusted 
jalapenos in the eggs, then 


in the cornmeal. The jala- 
peno slices should now be 
covered completely with 
the cornmeal mixture. Pan 
fry them for about a minute 
or so on each side. You are 
looking for a golden brown 
color. Place them on a pa- 
per towel and set aside. 
Take the crispy bacon out 
of the oven and place it 
with the jalapenos. 

Gently place the burg- 
ers on a hot, oiled grill 
or broiler and cook for 
three to four minutes on 
each side. Do not press 
down too hard on the 
burgers during cooking 
because this will cause 
the cheese to run out. 
While your burgers are on 
the grill, slice the buns in 
half, butter the cut side, 
and putthem on asheet 
pan butter side down on 
the bottom of your oven 
and toast them till they 
are browned. 

Lastly, place a piece 
of the bib lettuce on the 
bottom bun followed by 
the burger, another piece 
of lettuce, three jalapeno 
slices and then the ba- 
con.

D o you feel like chicken to- 
night? 

Antibiotic and hormone- 
free poultry enthusiasts are well 
advised to fly on over to Purbird, 
Park Slope’s newest addition to 
the consciousness raising, “slow 
fast food” movement. 

The free-roaming chicken hut 
boasts a concise menu — flame- 
grilled chicken, chicken thigh 
wraps, chicken burgers, chicken 
sausages, and chicken pie — and 
made -to-order sides, salads and 
sauces with all-natural and organic 
ingredients.

Getting it rollin’ 

Unicycle Fest returns to Brooklyn

D ozens of unicyclists 
will take to the Brook- 
lyn Bridge next month 
— but no, the circus isn’t in 
town. 

The curious sight is cour- 
tesy of the second annual New 
York City Unicyclist Festival, 
a weekend-long celebration of 
the one -wheel wonder. 

“The idea was to create a 
fun and exciting event that 
brought together hundreds 
of unicyclists,” said festival 
founder Keith Nelson, the 
ringleader of the Bindles- 
tiff Family Cirkus. 

It all kicks off on Sept. 2 


with a ride across the Brook- 
lyn Bridge, where most of 
the riders will then skillfully 
ride the 13 miles down to Co- 
ney Island. Last year, about 
50 riders tackled the bridge, 
with about half then treking 
the rest of the ride. 

“You get laughs and 
stares,” said Nelson. “One 
or two unicycles and it’s kind 
of cute, but when you see 20 
people, it goes beyond cute 
to something really intrigu- 
ing. People wonder, ‘Is the 
circus in town?”’

its kind in the US, though 
Nelson has his sights set on 
other records. 

“I’d love to see 100 peo- 
ple on unicycles crossing the 
Brooklyn Bridge,” said Nel- 
son. “I don’t think that num- 
ber has ever been achieved 
before.”

After her beau 
beat me, she took advantage of my ex- 
haustion and held my arm in place, wait- 
ing for my quivering, flabby appendage to 


give out under the pressure of her massive 
arm, which had the power of a garbage 
truck’s compactor, and partially dislo- 
cated my shoulder in the process. 

Wilson, 49, was also an animal. He had 
muscles in places that I didn’t even have 
places. No surprise that he won the Long 
Island Championship last month. 

You may think arm wrestling is all about 
wearing armless shirts and quickly slam- 
ming down someone’s arm, but the real pros 
win by wearing down their opponents. 

In the end, it came down to the training. 
Wilson does a daily regimen of weight 
lifting and pullups, whereas I train by eat- 
ing barbecue, chasing after the G train 
and watching Stallone films. 

That said, there may be something to 
my technique. 

Afterthe bout, Wilson told me, “Kid, you 
had something there. I felt something.” 

He was probably lying, but I’ll take it.

ple. 

Two of the best arm 
wrestlers in the state are not 
only from Brooklyn — but 
they’re also boyfriend and 
girlfriend. 

Joyce Boone and Harry 
Wilson have been together lon- 
ger than they’ve been handily 
taking down competitors from 
Long Island to Niagra Falls. 
The two met 18 years ago — 
literally crossing paths while 
working as messengers. 

It wasn’t until a few years 
later that Wilson spontane- 
ously joined in an arm wres- 
tling competition during 
the Atlantic Antic. He won. 
Later, Boone gave it a shot 
while accompanying Wilson 
to a match at Nassau Coli- 
seum. She won, too. 

The Downtown couple 
has been mostly winning 
ever since, and the two look 
to take down their respec- 
tive genders at this Sun- 
day’s Brooklyn-Kingsboro 
Arm Wrestling Champion- 
ships, held during the Brigh- 
ton Jubilee Festival. 

Boone is the returning fe- 
male champion, andthe 44-year- 
old is the clear favorite to take 
home the $100 prize. 

“She is no less the best 
arm wrestler in Brooklyn and 
New York State and maybe 
the world right now,” said 
Gene Camp, founder and 
president of the New York 
Arm Wrestling Association. 
“She is simply amazing.” 

Wilson agrees. He is 
Boone’s biggest fan, gladly 
giving her the spotlight and 
even deferring to her responses 
during an interview. 

“I don’t think anybody in 
the city can beat her right- 
handed,” said Wilson. “She 
wins every tournament.” 

Well, not every tournament. 
During a regrettably memo- 
rable match in 1997, Boone 
broke her arm — on live TV, 
no less — after slipping into 
the aptly named “broke arm 
position.” Her right arm went 
down and snapped before the 
ref could stop the action. 

“I definitely lost that one,” 
said Boone with a shake of 
her head. That experience has 
stuck with her at every match 
since. “I hope I don’t breakmy 
arm and just go up there and 


do my best,” she said. 

It seems to work — Boone 
is the best female arm wres- 
tler in the city, holding the 
city’s Queens of Arms ti- 
tle, and the state, after win- 
ning last year’s Empire State 
Championship. 

Her boyfriend’s no slouch 
himself — the 49-year-old 
righty’s won 25 champion- 
ships, including the Long 
Island Championships last 
month. It’s no surprise that the 
former boxer, who lifts weights 
and does pull-ups daily to stay 
in shape, has an arm like Pop- 
eye’s on steroids. 


A professional arm wres- 
tling match isn’t much differ- 
ent than the kind you may 
have done among friends 
to settle bets, though there 
are strict rules. Contestants 
compete either righty or lefty. 
Your fighting arm must be on 
the pad at all times, with your 
other hand holding onto a peg. 
When your competitor’s hand 
hits the pad, you win. 

Arm wrestling is hardly 
king of sports in this city — 
this competition, for instance, 
is occurring during a block 
party. So besides the modest 
cash prizes and free sponsor 


T-shirts, what’s the draw? 

“I like the excitement and 
the attention,” said Boone. 
“And the people are very 
friendly. We’re like family.” 

As for Wilson? 

“The exact same thing,” 
he said.

F ort Greene’s strongest beer- 
mug holder is the neighbor- 
hood champion once again!

Enough is enough 


W e were disappointed that op- 
ponents of the Prospect Park 
West bike lane took the first step 
last week toward appealing a judge’s 
dismissal of their lawsuit against the 
city. 

Their appeal is as meritless as their 
chutzpah is limitless. 

Foes of the two-way cycle path con- 
tinue to spread misinformation about 
the origins of the world’s most contro- 
versial bike lane, and about its inar- 
guable success — and their inevitable 
appeal hinges on muddying the truth 
about both. 

For one thing, the city built the Pros- 
pect Park West bike lane after consul- 
tation with the local community board, 
which had been calling for “traffic calm- 
ing” along the hectic, three-lane speed- 
way for years. 

No one disputes that speeding cars 
on Prospect Park West were a hazard to 
all residents of the neighborhood. Mo- 
torists were often clocked at well over

the speed limit, and prior efforts to al- 
ter light timing were not sufficient. The 
roadway, which borders the park, was a 
catastrophe waiting to happen. 

More important, the bike lane has been 
a success. Drivers have been tamed, the 
wild boulevard has been transformed 
into a nice neighborhood street, and cy- 
clists are no longer riding on the wide, 
park- side sidewalk now that they have 
a two-way, protected bike lane. 

The lane’s origins and success reveal 
that the opposition is mostly driven by 
fear of the larger agenda of the Depart- 
ment of Transportation, and, specifically, 


its forward-thinking commissioner, Ja- 
nette Sadik-Khan, who has emerged as 
a punching bag for opponents of virtu- 
ally any attempt at improving the urban 
streetscape, from bike paths to pedes- 
trian plazas to bus-only lanes. 

Yes, even in New York City, car cul- 
ture is deeply rooted — so we are pleased 
that Khan and her team are trying to 
undo the damage of decades of auto- 
mobile hegemony. Does Khan always 
succeed? Of course not. But she is fight- 
ing a battle that must be fought if we 
hope to regain control of our streets and 
neighborhoods. 

It is telling that her Prospect Park 
West opponents — who include the pro- 
car former Department of Transporta- 
tion Commissioner Iris Weinshall — 
resorted to demonizing her after they 
lost their battle on the merits. 

“I have never seen a public servant 
with such hubris,” their lawyer said. 

In this case, the hubris belongs to the 
backward-thinking opponents.

and 2,200 square feet of com- 
munity space. 

The previous funding model 
— luxury housing, in place since 
long before I was elected — raised 
serious concerns regarding the 
privatization of public parks, with 
a small number of luxury condo 
residents exclusively funding the 
park’s maintenance budget. It also 
created a difficult funding model 
to replicate in many other neigh- 
borhoods where luxury buildings 
are not possible. Simply put, the 
original plan would have made 
luxury parks possible in lux- 
ury neighborhoods — and no- 
where else. 

That is why I felt it was so im- 
portant to respond to your sug- 
gestion that the new agreement is 
“unequal.” As your editorial ac- 
knowledges (“Rich get richer,” ed- 
itorial, Aug. 12), the new agree- 
ment dramatically improves the 
previous plan. In fact, one of its 
major improvements is increased 
equity. 

Unlike the previous plan, the 
new agreement is based on new in- 
cremental tax revenue from prop- 
erties near the park. This revenue 
can be accessed for the city be- 
cause of the increased residential 
demand created by the park. The 


rezoning and sale of the proper- 
ties near the park will increase 
the city’s tax revenue. This incre- 
mental increase in tax revenue 
can occur in any neighborhood, 
not just Brooklyn Heights. 

Even more important, for the 
first time this plan will use public 
money to fund this public park. 
This agreement moves away from 
specific luxury developments and 
towards a more equitable model 
of public funding. 

Of course this agreement isn’t 
perfect — but it reduces hous- 
ing, ensures the park’s comple- 
tion, increases amenities, and im- 
proves the funding model. That’s 
why it is a victory for both the 
park’s immediate neighbors and 
the city at large.

sors once again. Teens breed 
tension, thriving on conflict 
and drama, which mine eat 
for breakfast. My daughters’ 
moodiness certainly leaves 
me unbalanced, not know- 
ing whether I’m saying good 
morning to an affection- 
ate being or a fanged crea- 
ture.

What’s really shaken me 
up about my friends’ divorce, 
though, is that it’s cracked 
my foundation, rocked my 
social network.

away,” said Rocio Alvarado, 
who works at Montague Street 
chiropractor’s office. “He was 
inForest Hills [a neighborhood 
in Queens, a distant borough] 
and saw people running out 
of buildings.

This being 2011, most of 
the immediate reaction came 
in on Twitter. 

“The Department of Ed- 
ucation building just shook, 
and everyone is evacuating,” 
tweeted MsLoveBomb. 

“OMG, we just had an 
earthquake,” tweeted John 
Woody (aka i AmFASHION- 
4ward). “The whole Down- 
town Brooklyn just started 
rocking.” 

Inside the Community 
Newspaper Group Build- 
ing at Metrotech Center at 
Jay Street and Myrtle Ave- 
nue, columnist Joanna Del- 
Buono jumped out of her desk 


and calmly stated, “I think 
that was an earthquake, and 
I’m outta here.” 

She promptly left the build- 
ing — against the wishes of 
her concerned co-workers. 
Downstairs, students and fac- 
ulty from NYU-Polytechnic 
University gathered in the 
commons. 

The IKEA furniture su- 
perstore in Red Hook was 
evacuated, as were some gov- 
ernment buildings, including 
Borough Hall, though work 
resumed at 3 pm. 

Deputy Borough President 
Yvonne Graham felt the his- 
toric building rumble for 30 
seconds. 

“Immediately I knew it 
was an earthquake,” said 
the Jamaica native who said 
she experienced similar trem- 
ors in her homeland. “It was 
obvious — the building was 
shaking.

Don’t worry.’ ” 

The crime is part of a dis- 
turbing trend. 

In the last six months, 
there have been nearly half- 
a-dozen acts of violence and 
harassment against gay resi- 
dents in North Brooklyn. 

In March, a group of teen- 
age marauders shouted anti- 
gay slurs at Barrie Shortell 
before smashing him into a 
wall on Wythe andN. Fourth 
and nearly killing him. 

Then in June, a man threw 
a beer bottle at three women 
walking on Greenpoint Av- 


enue, got out of his car and 
followed them into a bar, 
threatening to fight them 
in the street because they 
were gay. 

A week later, a teenager 
threatened a gay couple 
with a bat on Bedford Ave- 
nue while he was trying to 
park his car. 

And last Wednesday, aperp 
smacked a man across his face 
with an umbrella on N. Sev- 
enth and Havemeyer streets 
at 1 pm. Anti-gay expletives 
were hurled by the thug. 

Community leaders say

thief, you broke my heart” 
— a plea to the scoundrel who 
snatched the sturdy moun- 
tain bike she’s been pedal- 
ing for eight years. 

“I need him to know that 
he made me cry,” said Dana, 
an actress who asked that 
her last name not be printed. 
“Somewhere, deep in- 
side, that bicycle thief has 


a heart.” 

Now, she wants the thief 
— and all those black-mar- 
keteers — to know that steal- 
ing a gal’s bike can be like 
kidnapping her best friend. 
And she hopes to shake loose 
enough pathos to make those 
jerks think twice. 

Dana’s two-wheeled 
plight began in June when 
she parked her revamped vin- 
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tage bike — which she rode 
to drop off her kid at school 
for years — in front of the 
Park Slope Food Co-op. She 
secured it with a U lock be- 
fore working the late shift, 
but “spaced out” and left it 
there overnight. 

It was gone the next morn- 
ing. 

“I was heartbroken,” she 
said, explaining the bicycle 
— which she calls “she,” like 
a ship — is more than just 
transportation: It’s deeply 
linked her identity and per- 
sonal freedom. 

It got worse. After scour- 
ing Craigslist, she finally 
found a replacement bicy- 
cle that — like a puppy af- 


ter the family dog dies — 
cheered her up : A cherry-red 
Diamondback hybrid with a 
pretty little basket. 

She locked the new one 
inside the gate of her apart- 
ment near Fourth Avenue — 
but it was stolen three days 
later. 

That’s why she penned 
the sign — complete with 
a hand-drawn red heart — 
and framed in the exact spot 
her ride was snatched, say- 
ing, “Odds are, [the thief] 
is going to drive by again 
and see it.” 

The double-time swin- 
dle comes after a slew of 
Brownstone Brooklyn cy- 
clists — ticked-off Brook- 


lyn Paper staffers and edi- 
tors among them — have had 
bikes gershed right in front 
of their homes and offices, 
especially in warm weather 
months, when the illicit bike 
trade booms. 

Workers at Ride Brook- 
lyn on Bergen Street have 
heard plenty of those sad 
stories — and sometimes 
even morph into impromptu 
therapists when bike -jacked 
neighbors walk into the shop 
the verge of tears. 

“I can’t think of many 
things more hurtful to steal,” 
said Aleksandr Usherenko, 
who works there. “Your bike 
is with you everyday — it’s 
easy to get attached.”

returns, Hogan admitted to 
cutting checks to herself rang- 
ing from $6,000 to $52,000 
and spent the funds on fertil- 
ity treatments and the rent on 
both her home her spa. 

Yetthe landlord’s civil suit 
claims that Hogan hasn’t paid 
her $5,811 monthly rent for 
the first floor space between 
Smith and Hoyt streets for 
at least six months before 
her arrest. 

“She’s saying she used that 
money to pay her rent, but 
it’s an out and out lie,” ex- 
plained Marc Aronson, an at- 
torney representing Hogan’s 
landlord. 

Aronson said that the land- 
lord just wants his money 
from the disgraced mom: If 
she pays the back rent, the 
Providence Day Spa can stay 
open, he explained. 

“We’re willing to make a 
deal,” Aronson said.

first time that Hogan stole 
money, yet escaped punish- 
ment by simply repaying the 
money.
